Mrs. John V. Lindsay, wife of 
the mayor of New York. She 
said that other similar Life Mem- 
bership banquets will be held 
in major American cities within 
the next twelve months. 

Miss Horne and Mrs. Zales 
will travel throughout the Uni- 
ted States to recruit new Life 
Members for the National Coun- 
cil of Negro Women.

, ments, Miss Height stated: 

National Council of Ne= 
gro Worhen seeks to enroll at 
least 5,000 Life Members 
throughout the United States in 
the next two years and we are
